kept constantly informed nor properly 
consulted on important decisions and 
steps taken in their name, 

‘The Board, while remaining loyal to 
the ultimate objectives of the Conference 
of Claims against Germany, cannot. per- 
nut itself-.to be, or to be regarded as. 
a mere rubber stamp for decisions by a 
Presidium on which it is not represented,” 

They had been informed by the Secre- 
tary of the Conference, he went on, 
that it was the definite intention of the 
Presidium to meet. with the European 
members of the Executive Committee on 
the next occasion of the appearance of 
the Presidium in Europe, and it was their 
intention to take that opportunity to 
secure a settlement. of. the question of 
their adequate participation in the direc- 
tion of the negotiations.

ARASHAT HACHODESH bids 

us prepare. for Passover, 

Festival of our Freedom. It is a 
solemn . challenging thought 
Freedom is a fragrant rose, but. it 
blooms in a thicket of hurtful thorns 
foo often in seeking the blossom of 
deliverance we grasp only the nettle 
of a new despotism.

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THE CAMPAIGN OF TOLERANCE 


HIS year the Council of Chris- 

tians and Jews Celebrates the 

tenth anniversary of its founda- 
tion. The idea was conceived during 
one of the blackest vears of the war, 
when a tidal wave of hatred and preju- 
dice threatened to engulf the world. 
Organised antisemitism in Germany 
had culminated in a large-scale mas- 
sacre of Jews unparalleled in history ; 
men and women, children and babies 
were killed and humiliated because 
they were Jews. Other religious 
groups were persecuted, too, of Course 

Roman Catholhes and Protestants 
but. not on this fearful scale. 

The seeds of this tragedy were sown 
long before Hitler, when men disliked 
Jews because thev were different. in 
faith and customs. Prejudice is - just 
degree of hate, ‘and, hate just.one 
stage in cruelty. But. in Britain, too, 
there were om:nous symptoms of anti- 
semitic feeling, So in. Germany we 
had an object lesson and at home we 


had a warning. 
Chnstians and Jews formed 


under the auspices of the leaders. of 
the main religious groups in. Britain: 
Wilham Temple, the Protestant Arcn- 
bishop. of Canterbury.. Cardinal 
Hinsley. the Catholic Archbishop of 
Westminster: Henry Carter, a distin- 
guished Free Church leader.; and th 
Chief Rabbi and leader of the Jewish 
community in Great Britam, Dr. Hertz.

Handful of Volunteers 


But how could these aspirations be 
given effect ? Speeches can. be heard 
only by a handful of people, and there 
are fifty. million people in Britain, 
against whom is directed a- barrage 
of millions of words a dav by radio 
and television, the press, the cinema, 
To reach 
the mass of people with a message of 
tolerance, even given unlimited money 
and volunteers... would have been a 
tough proposition. Instead, there was 
a handful of volunteers and very little 
money. | 

None the less, creditable headway 
was made, Modest offices were opened 
as a headquarters, and the Rev. W. W. 
Simpson, a Protestant minister with 
much. experience of co-operation 
between Christians and Jews, was 
made Organising. Secretary: The 
leaders . of the ‘main ‘faiths became 
Presidenis: of the Council, thereby set- 
ting an-impressive example of. toler- 
ance and co-operation. 

The .practical work involved form- 
ing local branches, publishing and dis- 
tributing literature, and providing 
speakers for meetings. The planning 
involved. verv. careful thought. The 
evil of intolerance must be exposed. 
and the constructive benefits of respect 
for the human conscience emphasised, 
but there was a danger to be avoided 
at the outset: it must not be implied 
that the Council was sponsoring an 
admixture: of faiths; or the idea that 
one belief is as good as. another.

The holding of inter-denominational 
meetings. in schools and universities 
has gradually been accomplished, and 
the Council's foothold in the universi- 


ties is -greatly valued. . Another 
extremely useful scheme one 


whereby the Council supplies trios of 
speakers, each member being of a dif- 
ferent faith, to visit groups and get 
a discussion going. 

There remains the less pleasant but 
necessary task of “negative” propa- 
ganda—checking actual prejudice or 
its spread. For instance, one 
voluntary society issued a crude and 
inflammatory pamphlet implying that 
the Jewish method of slaughtering 
animals’ was cruel : 
certainly have been to fan prejudice 
and encourage misconception. The 


Council at once conducted a detailed 


investigation. of Jewish methods of 
slaughter and published a pamphlet 
showing exactly how it 3s done and 
what experts, who were on the spot, 
thought of it. 

The, Council's work is not easy and 
is never likely to be. Working for 
tolerance is like patching a leaky ship 
—-you no sooner stop one hole than 
jt springs another someéwhere else. 


A Mighty Task 


What results can: one point to as a 
result: of ten vears.. work ?

The talks between the Claims Confer- 
ence. and the. Germans are likely tobe 


more complicated and protracted, as the.

“bill” The Jewish experts will present 
a #eneral picture of the vast destruction 
caused to. Jewish property, though it wil 
necessarily be -onty a small proportion 
of actual Jewish losses. The’ Germans, 
with: typical thoroughness. have methodi- 
cally. collected. all- available facts and 
losses, Notes will be 
compared tb, ife -respective delegations, 
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and then the matter referred to the 
legal experts. 

Among other things, the Jewish dele- 
gates will demand legislation to protect 
Jewish individuals in Germany, — the 
improvement and extension of existing 
restitution laws, and the transfer of 
responsibilty for restitution from. the 
various States to the Federal authorities. 
They will also insist on the repayment of 
compulsory anti-Jewish taxes, such as 
the flight tax, and the collective fine 
of  £83,000,000 imposed = after the 
assassination of Vom Rath, the 
return of property stolen from Jews in 
German-occupied Europe. No decision 
has yet been made on the allocation of 
funds or goods received by the Claims 
Conference from the Germans. 

No foreign observers will attend the 
conference, nor will the press be 
admitted. The Germans will probably 
be accompanied by an advisory. group 
composed of representatives of all Par- 
llamentary parties. 

At one time it was doubtful - whether 
Dr; Barou would agree to serve with the 
Israeli team of experts, in spite of the 
fact that he was one of those respon- 
sible for paving: the way for the talks, 
having been in touch with the Germans 
since the reparations issue first 
raised, However, his acceptance was 
announced this week. 

It is understood that the suggestion 
was made this week that, should British 
Jewry be refused a place the 
Presidium, a.“ European group”. be 
formed to take independent action, which 
might have led to separate talks with 
the Germans. The opponents. of this 
scheme. believed, that such a © step 
might jeopardise the entwe reparations 
negotiations.
